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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to ttie following patentably distinct 
species: Species I, directed to a combined test comprising a motor test, shown in figure 
3; Species II, directed to a combined test comprising a muscle lengthening test, shown 
in figure 9; Species III, directed to a combined test comprising a sensory test, shown in 
figure 4; Species IV, directed to a combined test comprising a cranial nerve test, shown 
in figure 5; Species V, directed to a combined test comprising a cognitive test, shown in 
figure 8; Species VI, directed to a combined test comprising an autonomic test, shown 
in figure 6; Species VII, directed to a combined test comprising a reflex test, shown in 
figure 7. The species are independent or distinct because the claims do not overlap in 
scope and as such would require divergent searches. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species 
from this group for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species A, directed to a therapeutic device comprising a light generating 
device; Species B, directed to a therapeutic device comprising an electrical stimulation
